The  difference  betv/een  the  high  and  the  Iof  prices  Daid 
for  grain  futures  represents  the  range  covered  for  the  day  in 
cents  per  bushel.    The  accompanying  table  on  the  back  of  this 
page  shov;s  the  number  of  days  each  month  from  January,  1921  to 
October,  1932  that  the  daily  range  in  the  price  of  the  dominant 
wheat  future  at  Chicago  was  three  cents  or  more.    A  future  was 
considered  as  dominant  when  the  open  commitments  in  the  future 
were  greater  than  those  of  any  other  wheat  future. 

An  examination  of  the  table  shows  that  during  the  year 
1921  there  were  192  days  which  had  daily  ranges  of  three  cents 
or  more  and  during  1925  the  number  was  194.     The  next  in  size 
v/as  1929  for  which  the  number  of  days  was  86  or  less  than  one- 
half  of  thai  for  either  of  the  other  two  years.     During  1931 
there  vvere  9  days  \/hen  the  range  for  the  dominant  wheat  future 
T/as  three  cents  or  more.    This  is,  the  smallest  number  of  days 
for  any  year  during  the  ten  j^ear  period  of  1921-1951. 
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Note:     Because  of  the  vide  fluctuations  in  foreign  exchange,  which  began 
September  21,  1951,  and  are  still  continuing,   the  Liverpool  prices 
are  calculated  from  the  closing  price  of  the  pound  sterling  on  the 
mon-^y  exchange  and  the   closing  price  of  Liverpool  futures  on  the 
grain  exchange,  T'hile  the  Winnipeg  prices  are  calculated  from  the 
closing  price  on  the  V/innipeg  grain  exchange  and  the  discounts  on 
Canadian  currency  as  used  by  the  Continental -Illinois  Bank      Trust  Co.
